I  hatoe  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  consideration  the  Annual  report 
on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Leigh  for  the  year  1957* 

The  health  of  the  Borough  has  remained  satisfactory  through  the  year.  The  population 
continued  Its  downward  trend  which  had  been  evident  since  I95O,  the  mid-year  estimate  being 
47,600.  The  birth  rate  at  15.4  per  thousand  was  an  Improvement  on  the  previous  year. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  at  35  showed  an  upward  trend  compared  with  the  average  for  the 
previous  recent  years. 

The  death  rate  15*3  per  thousand  remained  constant  with  last  year.  P>eference  to  the 
table  of  classification  of  causes  of  death  reveals  another  most  welcome  reduction  on  those 
dying  from  tuberculosis  -  2  and  the  outstanding  susceptibility  of  the  male  to  cancer  of 
the  lung  bronchus  -  13  males  2  females.  'Jhilst  the  number  of  notifications  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  remains  fairly  constant,  the  male  is  now  seen  to  be  more  vulnerable  and  the 
susceptible  age  group  tends  to  move  towards  the  over  45  years.  Two  deaths  attributable  to 
the  disease  must  be  the  lowest  recorded  to  date 

The  Corporation's  Slum  Clearance  programme  continued  steadily  in  accordance  with  the 
five  year  scheme. 

Staffing  difficulties  continued  and  necessitated  the  determination  of  certain  priorities 
i.e.  Slum  Clearance,  Food  Hygiene,  Smoke  Abatement.  The  department  was  therefore  enforced 

to  continue  to  work  on  a  day  to  day  basis  and  there  was  no  opportunity  for  any  predetermined 
act i vi ty. 

I  welcome  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  in  the  Department  and  to  the  members  of  the 
staff  and  my  colleagues  In  the  Town  Hall  for  their  ever  ready  help  and  co-operation.

BIRTH  RATE 


The  total  number  of  registered  live  births  assignable  to  the  Borough  of  Leigh  for  the 
year  1957  was  7^3  compared  with  126  the  previous  year.  The  corresponding  Birth  Rate  for  the 
two  years  respectively  are  15.4  and  15.0  per  1,000  estimated  population. 

The  crude  death  rate  is  12,4  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  resident  population  but  when  this 
is  corrected  and  adjusted  by  making  allowances  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population 
it  becomes  comparable  with  the  death  rate  of  the  country  as  a  whole,  or  with  the  death  rate  of 
any  other  area.  This  standardised  death  rate,  as  it  is  then  termed,  Is  15*3  Per  l»000  estimated 
population  for  the  Borough  of  Leigh.

Reports  and  recommendations  with  respect  to  work  under  this  section  of  the  Act  are  made  to

During  the  year  five  visits  were  made  to  premises  which  were  not  provided  with  suitable 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  As  a  result  of  these  visits  certificates  of  suitability 
were  issued  in  respect  of  two  factories.  Details  of  the  work  required  and  completed  prior  to 
the  issue  of  the  Certificates  are  given  below:- 


1.  One  new  external  steel  stair  with  landings  serving  three  floors  to  ground  level. 

2.  The  fitting  of  approved  fasteners  on  all  exits. 

3.  The  removal  of  obstructions  from  exits. 

4.  The  m. arid ng  of  designated  exits  In  the  approved  manner. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT  AND  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  number  of  factory  and  works  chimneys  situated  within  the  Borough  is  41. 

The  local  Bye-law  relating  to  emission  of  black  smoke  permits  a  maximum  of  two  minutes  in 
one  ha  If  hour.

An  average  emission  of  0.84  minutes  of  black  smoke  per  half  hour  was  recorded. 

This  authority  is  a  member  of  both  the  North  Western  Division  of  the  National  Smoke  Abatement 
Society  and  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee. 

It  is  again  necessary  to  have  to  report  that  little  has  been  done  with  respect  to  Smoke 
Abatement,  the  continued  frequency  of  staff  changes  make  it  impossible  to  give  the  attention  to  this 
work  that  its  importance  merits.  The  amount  of  Solid  Matter  deposited  per  sq.  mile,  as  given  in 
the  tables  on  pages  41,  42  and  43  shows  evidence  of  the  need  for  positive  action. 

The  recording  of  the  extent  of  atmospheric  pollution  has  continued  during  the  year. 

The  apparatus  in  use  consists  of  three  standard  deposit  gauges  for  the  measurement  of  soot, 
dust,  and  grit,  etc.,  whilst  three  lead  peroxide  instruments  measure  the  amounts  of  active  sulphur 
dioxide  present  in  the  atmosphere.  These  results  are  transmitted  to  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  industrial  Research. 

Tables  showing  the  results  of  the  Investigations  during  the  last  eight  years  are  given  on 
pages  44,  45  and  4b.

GENERAL  REMARKS 


Houslhg  activities  during  the  year:- 


(a)  Representations  of  5  Areas  comprising  23  houses.  During  the  year  confirmation  was  received 
In  respect  of  three  of  these  Areas.  Since  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  confirmation 
of  a  further  one  has  been  received,  and  negotiations  are  still  proceeding  in  respect  of  the 
one  remaining. 

Additional  to  the  foregoing,  confirmation  was  received  of  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  In 
respect  of  2  Areas  comprising  a  total  of  12  houses,  these  having  been  declared  the  previous 
year .

Additionally  2  Corporation  houses  were  dealt  with  In  accordance  with 
Circular  33 /;6  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  making  a  total  of  31  Houses. 

(b)  Building  of  108  houses  and  J2  Flats  by  the  Corporation,  2  houses  by  other  authorities  and 
54-  houses  by  private  enterprise. 


Representation  was  made  to  the  Council  in  respect  of  23  houses  comprising  5  Areas.  Clearance 
Orders  were  made  by  the  Council  and  no  objections  were  made  by  the  owners.  As  indicated  above 
four  of  these  Orders  are  now  confirmed  and  negotiations  are  still  proceeding  in  respect  of  the 
one  remaining.  Additional  to  the  Areas,  31  individual  houses  were  dealt  with.

All  premises  used  or  proposed  to  be  used  for  storage  of  meat,  meat  food  products,  or  fish, 
fruit,  or  vegetables  must  be  registered.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955  (Section  |6) 

Preserved  foods,  etc.. 

Under  the  above  Act  all  premises  sued  for  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  or 
potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  meat,  fish  or  other  food  intended  for  sale  must  be  registered.

During  the  year  as  a  result  of  complaints  and  continuous  survey  1 63 1  premises  were 
Inspected.  As  a  result  313  infestations  were  found  and  in  course  of  treatment  3>874  visits 
v.'ere  made  by  the  Rodent  Operator. 

One  notice  requiring  repairs  to  a  defective  drain  was  served  under  Section  4  of  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949* 

A  free  service  for  the  destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice  is  given  to  occupiers  of  dwelling- 
houses  conditional  on  there  being  no  contributory  negligence.  In  all  other  cases  the  full 
cost  of  the  work  and  materials  is  borne  by  the  occupiers  of  the  premises  and  In  this  connection 
the  sum  of  £91.  1 8s .  38.  was  recovered  during  the  year.

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  procedure  as  to  the  methods  of  pre-baiting 
and  poisoning  is  adhered  to  throughout  th is  .wo-rk ,  The  disinfestation  of  sewers  comprises  what 
is  known  as  an  initial  treatment  followed  by  maintenance  of  a  similar  kind  at  six-monthly 
i nterva Is . 

Two  further  maintenance  treatments  of  sewers  were  undertaken  and  a  comparative  table  of 
all  treatments  undertaken  since  the  inception  of  this  scheme  In  19^5  to  date  is  given  below:-
